from all persons likely to be affected thereby till 31-3-1976. 

And wheieas no representation has been received by the 
Secretary lo Ihc Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, 
Sifvassa from any piorson in respect of the said draft before 
the aforesaid period. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
.Sub Section (1) of Section 3 read with Sub-Section (2) of 
Section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948) 
and after consulting the Advisory Board, the Administrator, 
Dadia and Nagar Havcli hereby with effect from 15-4-1976 
revises the Minimum rates of wages fixed under notification 
No. ADM/LAW/164(18) dated 15-1-1973 in respect of the 
said scheduled employment in the whole of Union Territory 
of Dadra and Nagar Haveli and in supersession of the rates 
lixcd under the aforesaid notification, reflxes the wages 
(a) Rs. 5.50 per day in respect of employees in the employ- 
menl in agriculture, in the whole of the Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli, irrespective of the fact that whether 
person employed is a male, female or an adolescent, 

Explanation : — 

(. The Minimum rates of wages payable to a child shall 
bo the same as those fixed for an adult, 

2, “Casual labour" means any person employed for 
hire or reward to do any work in connection with 
ilic employment in agriculture who is paid wages or 
without perquisites on the basis of working day.
